young Southerner, yearning to use his grand- 
father’s dueling pistols, learned his own 
cowardice when he shot a Vermont man in a 
duel of honor about the wrong girl; and a 
man murdered his wife and her lover. A 
worth-while historical novel that does not use 
any props of exaggeration, forced melodrama, 
or romanticism, and is crisply written.

THE NATIONAL Government of the United States must take the lead in safeguarding the 
civil rights of all Americans. We believe that this is one of the most important observa- 
tions that can be made about the civil rights problem in our country today. We agree 
with words used by the President, in an address at the Lincoln Memorial in Washington 
in June, 1947: 

We must make the Federal Government a friendly, vigilant defender of the rights and equalities 

of all Americans. ... Our National Government must show the way. 

It is essential that our rights be preserved against the tyrannical actions of public officers. 
Our forefathers saw the need for such protection when they gave us the Bill of Rights as a 
safeguard against arbitrary government. But this is nct enough today. We need more than 
protection of our rights against government; we need protection of our rights against 
private persons or groups, seeking to undermine them... . 


Twice before in American history the nation has found it necessary to review the state 
of its civil rights. The first time was during the 15 years beween 1776 and 1791, from the 
drafting of the Declaration of Independence through the Articles of Confederation experi- 
ment to the writing of the Constitution and the Bill of Rights. It was then that 
the distinctively American heritage was finally distilled from earlier views of liberty. 
The second time was when the Union was temporarily sundered over the question of 
whether it could exist “half-slave” and “half-free.” 


It is our profound conviction that we have come to a time for a third re-examination of 
the situation, and a sustained drive ahead. Our reasons for believing this are those of 
conscience, of self-interest, and of survival in a threatening world. Or to put it another 
way, we have a moral reason, an economic reason, and an international reason for 
believing that the time for action is now.
